The Polish Army needed an unlimited number of medical doctors to 
serve In a career status. Possibly the personnel department of the 
Ministry of Health was responsible for obtaining the names of medical 
doctors available for military service. Consequently, each city, 
district, and provincial department of Health, all subordinate to 
the Ministry of Health, compiled lists of medical doctors and dentists 
In their respective areas who were available and whose induction into 
the Polish Army would not seriously reduce the medical care required 
for the area and population. Normally, young medical doctors and 
dentists (those who had recently completed their medical and/or dental 
training and had not established a practice or were not connected with 
a hospital or clinic) were included on the lists. 


These compiled lists of available doctors and dentists were forwarded 
to the Ministry of Health and subsequently to the Military Bureau, 
which was located in the Ministry of Health and fulfilled a liaison 
mission between the Ministries of Health and Defense. The Ministry 
of Defense approved the compiled lists and forwarded the names of 
doctors and dentists to the appropriate regional induction commissions 
to effect the inductions.
